MULLINS DEFEATS SULLIVAN.

Over 7,000 spectators assembled in the Coney Island 
Athletic Club on Dec. 8, to witness Joe Goddard, who 
claimsto be the champion of the world, and Peter 
Maher, champion of Ireland, fight according to “Police 
Gazette” rules, fora purse of $7,500, of which $1,000 
was to go to the loser. 

Betting was brisk at $1,000 to $500 on Goddard. 
Both men were in first-class condition, avd Tom Clark 
who had trained Maher, brought him to the mark in 
good fighting order. Jim Gibbons and Billy Madden 
trained Goddard at Passaic, N. J.,and he showed he 
wasin form. Prior to the big fight Barney Mullins, of 
New York, aud Jere Sullivan, of Brooklyn, fought.ten 
rounds for $500. Mullins’ supporters were Jack Van 
Houten, Mike McAuliffe and Eddie Farrell, allof New 
York. Those of Sullivan were Paddy Switb, Jimmy

Round 1—Mullins led with his left for the face, 
missed and received a stinging right-hand counter on 
the neck. Mullins feinted with his left. drew bis man 
on and landed a right-hand swing on the jaw. That 


| brought Sullivan to his knees. The latter was up in 


an inetant and managed to deliver a wicked left- 
hander. Sharp infizhting followed, both men sing- 
ging away energetically. Mullins tried to land bis 
left, but his delivery was wild and Sullivan countered 
with his rizht on the breast. Several vicious rushes 
by the Brooklyn boy were cleverly stopped by Mul- 
lins’ straight left. They were hard at it when time 
; Was called. 

Round 2—Sullivan started to rush and was stopped 
by a smart left hand jab. Sullivan aimed his right vic- 
1ously for the neck, but Mullins dodged it nicely aud 
countered with a right hauder on the jaw that knocked 

the Brooklynite down. As Sullivan was rising to his 
feet Mullins brought round his left for the jaw, but 

the blow went wide of its mark. Sullivan, although 
' grovgy, fought back gamely. 
| Rounp 3—Sullivan was the aggressor. He landed 
heavily with bis left on the breast and escaped with- 
outa return. Encouraged by bis ability to land, Sul- 
livan @ain rushed, but with disastrous results. Mul- 
ling countering so heavily on tne nose as to draw 
blood.

Sullivan's face and body were 
smeared with vermillion. Mullins followed up bis 
advantage and planted bis right on the left eye, almost 
closing it. Several vicious rushes of Sullivan were 
| neatly stopped. When time was called Sullivan was 
| against the ropes looking very much like a beaten 
man. He was ata discount artistically by reason of 

the blood that was daubed about him. Mullins got 
the berter of it at every collision, though he acted 
very largely on the defensive. There was nothing to 
be said avainst Sullivan's valor, but his discretion 
didn’t amount to much. 

RKounD 7—Sullivan looked weary and tired. Mullins 
was fresh and confident. The latter opened the pro- 
ceedings by lindiug his left on the nose. Mullins fol- 
lowed this up with a vicious upper-cut that made Sul- 
livan’s teeth rattle. Sullivan made a desperate effort 
to turn the tide of the battle in bis favor, but he failed 
to land a blow, while Mullins kept banging away at 
his opponent s injured nose with his left. Sullivan 
presented a distressing appearance. He was covered 
with blood and bruises and was very tired. 

RouND 8—Sullivan came up considerably refreshed, 
and set the pace. He landed several hard left-handers 
on the body, and fora few moments bad Mullins run- 
ning aroynd the ring dodging his blows. Mullins 
walked right intoa right-bander that made his head 
rock. Mullins succeeded in landing a stiff right- 
hander over the heart before Sullivan realized where 
be was. When he straightened, Muilins managed to 
land acouple of blows. Sullivan didall the fighting, 
and did himself a good deal of credit. For the first 
time he showed real ability. The blows of Mullins re- 
seinbled the thrusts of a fencer rather than the whangs 
of a fizhter. 

Rounp 9—Sullivan came to the scratch smartly, 
and drove bis left very forcibly on Mullins’s mouth. 
Sullivan again rushed, but this time met a wicked 
left-hand jab on the nose, making blood again flow in 
streams. Sullivan rushed again, and Mullins met 
him with an upper left-handed swing that raised him 
off his pins and sent him in a heap onthe floor of the 
ring. 

Rounp 10—Snuilivan started in briskly. He swung 
both hands wickedly and landed with his left on the 
neck, Both lanced their leftson the neck. Mullins 
countered Sullivan's lead for the body with a riubt- 
hander on the left eye that completely closed that 
optic. Mullins landed heavily with the left on the 
nose. Sbarp infighting followed, Mullins having the 
best of it. The referee declared Mullins the winner. 

After the excitement over Mullins’ victory had sub- 
| sided all was ready for the big fizht. 

Joe Goddard was the first to enter the ring and at 
once nestled in a chair in the lucky corner, Later 
when the choice of corners were tossed for Maher 
won, and he occupied the lucky corner, the southwest. 
Maher's friends cheered when he won the corner 
which the superstitious look upon as an omen of vic- 
tory. 

Goddard was seconded by Billy Madden, his backer 
and manager, and Alex Greggains, of San Francisco; 
Cal. L. Morris, of the Columbia AthleticClub, held the 
watch. Charley Norton, of Newark, was bottleholder. 
Maher's interests were looked after by Jack McVeigh 
and Tom Clark, of Coney [sland ; Martin Costello, of 
Buffalo, N. Y., and Joe McGrath, and Jack Sheehan was 
his timer. Goddard wore the colors of the Columbia 
| Athletic Club. John Eckhardt, of the Morniny Jour- 
, nal, New York, was referee. 

After the usual formalities of hand-shaking, the pu-

gilists retired totheir respective corners. Then the 
gong rang and the pugilists advanced to the centre of 
the ring for the first round. 

Rounpd 1—Goddard led with his left but didn’t land. 
Then followed windmill work and Maber was knocked 





to his knees with a right-hander. Maher's guard wag 
poor. Goddard's rizht eye was caught with a right. 
hand blow and bied freely. 

Nevertheless Goddard did not appear disconcerted, 
but kept Maher on the move, landing upper-cuts, 
body blows in an unscientific way, but they told, ang 
aleft-band drive in the stowach seut Maher down 
witharush. When be rose the same tactics were pur- 
sued, and so hot was the pace that the gladiators were 
panting from their exertions before two minutes had 
passed. 

Maher measured his man toward the close of the 
round, and by a sharp straight teft-bauder split God- 
dard’s cheek to the bone, fetching the blood in a 
stream. Goddard was stagvered, and the rafters rang 
with the cheers of Maher’s followers. The Australian 
lowered his bead like a bull and butted bis man in the 
chest. He then threshed about right and left. and in 
the promiscuous rally managed to land twice on 
Maher's face and neck. They were fighting fiercely 
on the ropes at the call of time. Both men panted 
like bouuds in the chase as they lay in their chairs, 
but through the blood which coursed down Goddard's 
hard face there was a pronounced smile. His ngbt 
eye was almost closed, Maher was well nigh speech- 
less with exbaustion, aud the minute’s respite passed 
away only too quickly. 

RounD 2—On the sound of the gong Goddard toed 
the mark considerably refreshed and aguressive while 
the Irish champion appeared to be winded and 
auxious. The Australan was very aggressive. He 
landed a straizht left band jab on the mouth and shot 
his right with considerable force on Maher's veck, and 
the latter did not relish the medicine of which he was 
the receiver general and he swuny his right hand on 
Goddard's neck with a smack that could be heard al) 
over the ring. 

The blow keeled Goddard a bitand Maher’s admirers 
let outa shout such as has never before been heard on 
Coney Island. Encouraged by the applause of his 
friends Maher again seut his powerful fist on the body 
of the Australian. 

The big club house reverberated with a storm of 
applause that fairly shook the building. Before the

echoes of the Irish champion’s outbursts of enthuai- 
asm had died away the big fellows were at it again 
viciously. On they fought not ina scientific manner 
but in true slugging form, and the way they thumped 
each other made the sports how! with delight. 

Maher kept driving his left and rizht ov Goddard's 
body, while the latter was sending in right bhanders in 
Maher's face and neck. Goddard finally gota good 
opening during the exchanve and planted his rmeht 
with the force of an elephant on Maher's jaw and the 
latter went down in a heap. 

Maher sat there fully seven seconds wondering what 
bad bappened and what he had better do before he 
arose. Wher he again shaped up for battle Goddard 
went at him like an enraged tiger. He landed heavily 
on the body with bis right and got a smash on the jaw 
in return. 

Maher beat his opponent’s bruised eyeintoa jelly- 
like pulp. but Goddard only smiled and fought on in 
his own way, a way that would be a picnic for one 
John Lawrence Sullivan of Boston. He finally pinned 
Maher on the ropes by sheer beef, and roughed it 
there with him in true ‘longshoreman style. They 
battled, with nevera moment for a breathing spell, 
and Maher’s mouth was wide open and his sides 
heaving like those of a horse that had raced five miles 
through a heavy track. Although rapidly becoming 
exhausted, be continued to land on his burly adver- 
sary, who. although reeling likea drunkard, was able 
to continue his work of butchery. 

Just before the call of time Maher got in a good 
bard drive on Goddard's neck and followed it up with 
one on the jaw, and as the Australian reeled from the 
force of the blows a mighty shout went up, fer there 


/ Was @ prospectof victory for the Irishman. All he 





lacked was the strength to follow his advantage, but 
then the gong rang. 

Goddard revived wonderfully in his corner, and 
was much the fresher man when time was called for 
the third round. He lumbered across the ring and 
swung for Maher’s jaw, missing his aim by a foot or 
more. Then he cornered his weary adversary, and, 
pinning him on the rops, fought as schoolboys ficht, 
smash, bang, right and left swings with never a 
thought of a straight blow, now landing upon face and 
neck and now upon Maher’sarme, uplifted to protect 
him from the storm of unakillful blows. With his 
face all grimy with gore, his white teeth gleaming 
beneath the short bristle of a moustache, Maher 
seemed littie short of a demon.and siowly sank with 
his face to the floor. unconscious. Time of third 
round, 50 seconds. 

Goddard was then declared the winner. 

Maber was not very badly hurt. His face bore 
bardly any marks atall. As soonas he retired to his 
dressing room he laid down on a sofa. He takes bis 
defeat asa matter of fact. “Goddard isa tough one,” 
be said. “The hot fighting in the first two rounds 
made me very tirei, and when I came up for the 
third round I was a trifle weak. I don't attribute the 
defeat to bad condition, for I was in the best form and 
feeling strong. I was very confident when some of 
my blows took effect. Well, I was licked fair and 
square and have no excuses to offer.” 

Dave Holiand, Maher’s backer said that he was sat- 
isfied with Peter’s excéllent showing and improve- 
ment. ‘Peter bad bim ont twice,” continued Holland, 
*tand I believe he could have licked himif his blows 
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pad more strength. However, Maher was defeated on 
tbe level. and that’s all there is to it.” 

After the fight Goddard said: “I knew [ had him 
from the start, but I thought I would play with him 
fora couple of rounds. He banged mea bit and is a 
pleeding hard bitter. but he couldu’t lick me with a 
pole. L backed myself heavily to win, and am a big

gainer. I will from now on direct my attention to 
getting on a fight with Corbett for the championship. 

“Jim Corbett need not wait for a match with Charicy 
Mitchell. I will fight Corbett for the largest purse 
offered. Corbett says I have been boasting aud claim- 
ing I could defeat him, and yet he refuses to fight. I 
think I bave demonstrated by this time that I have a 
right to aspire to the championship of the world. Cor- 
bett cannot be a champion and a play actor atthe 
same time. I shall post a forfeit of $1,000, or for 
that matter one of $5,000 to bind a mateh with the 
mar who beat Sullivan, and if he doesn’t consent to 
fight within a year I shall let the forfeit go to bind a 
match with apy man living. I fought Peter Jackson 
toa standstill in eight rounds, and 1 am sure I have 
beaten more men and better men than Corbett has. 
Now, then, how can he refuse a match? I am sure I 
can’t see unless for the reason he doesn’t care for my 
game. 

“I am free to admit that Corbett is one of the olev- 
erest men I ever saw. Iam also positive that he can- 
not hit one tenth as bard as the man I have just 
beaten. 

“My style of fighting may not please everybody. 
I have never claimed to be a clever boxer, but the 
way I fight suits me, and the people who don’t like it 
have the privilege of stayingaway any time I perform. 
Corbett bas ignored my challenges. But I don’t see 
how he can get out of a match, for I am informed 
upon the very best autnority that he declined to make 
a match for $5,000 a side and a big puree with Peter 
Maher. Ido not speak egotistically when I say that 
Maher is a zood man, and he can beat many men.” 

During all this time Madden was rubbing the Aus- 
tralian down and giving him an occasional slap on the 
shonlder. 

“You're the champion of the world, Joo,” said he, 
“and [am pretty sure we can force Corbett to fight. 
If we don't yon'll have the championship. Then Jack- 
son, Mitchell, Slavin, or anybody else on top of this 
earth can come along and take a chance at yon.” 

“And ['ll be perfectly willing to meet any of them,”’ 
Goddard remarked. 

Jim Hall was one of the many who congratulated 
Goddard on his victory. The Columbia Athletic Club, 
under whose colors Goddard fought, won over $2,500 
on the fight, 

After the Goddard and Maher match was made, the 
Referee of thin paper published the follewing: 

“I don’t think there are two men in America whocan 
dlefeat Goddard, and no one knows this better than 
Joe Choynski, whom Goddard defeated twice the way 
Jobn L, Sullivan used to deteat fighters when he was 
onedge. There is no denying that Goddard isa pugil- 
istic star. He is a tall, muscular pugilist, a two 
handed fighter and a tremendous hitter; and no mat- 
ter how great a hitter Maber or any other pugilist 
Goddard may meet is he we win” 


Joe Goddard, of Australia, known as the Barrier 
Champion, was bora at Plymouth, New South Wales, 
on Nov. 26,1862. Heiaa blacksmith by trade. His 
first appearance as a boxer was at Larry Dooley’s 
Hall, Sydney, while a pupil of Dooley’s. He then 
boxed with Tom Taylorand Peter Jackson. Goddard 
stands 6 feet in his stockings, and fights at 200 
pounds. He isa savage fighter,a tremendous hitter, 
and is possessed of that bulldog grit which is so es- 
sential to asnccessful pugilist. His first fight for 
money was with Ned Ryan. Goddard won in 5 rounds. 
In April, 1889, he beat Ryan again in 9 rounds. Tho 
following June he defeated Jim Mullins, of Tasmania, 
and in August defeated Owen Sullivan at Melbournein 
ll rounds. He next fought Jem Fogarty, of Sydney, 
and wonin4 rounds. On Nov. 26 Goddard met Char- 
ley Dunn for £100 a side and the championship. 
Goddard was victorious in 13 rounds. He again met 
Jim Muilins and foughta draw. He beat Luke Kee- 
gan in 8 rounds at the Crystal Palace on June 2, 
1890, and afterward defeated Mickey Dooley in 21 
rounds. 

His famous draw of eight rounds with Peter Jack- 
son was next decided at Crystal palace, on Oct. 20 
1890, Jackson failing to stop Goddard as the terms of 
the match called for, Goddard's stock went up a peg 
a few months later when Jack Burke, who had fought 
@hbariey Mitchell, Fravk P. Slavin and John L. Salli- 
van, refused to meet the Barrier man. Goddard fought 
Mickey Dooley again on October 21, and whipped him 
in seven rounds. He then journeyed to New South 
Wales and defeated Joe Choynski in four rounds in 
the Bydney Gymnasium. The following April he 
stopped Tom Lees in five rounds, and vanquished Jobn 
Tuleon in three rounds. Goddard then went back to 
Melbourne and fought Joe Choynski again for a $2,- 
000 purse. Choynski was knocked out in three and a 
half rounds. Jack Ashton, Jobn L. Sullivan’s present 
sparring partner, was Goddard's next opponent. Ash- 
ton was defeated in eizht rounds. After beating Ned 
Ryan in four rounds in Jannary, 1892, Goddard sailed 
for America, and on April 18 he defeated Joe Mc- 
Aulffe in 15 rounds in San Francisco. Goddard's last 
fight was with Smith, whom he was to stop in ten 
rounds. While Goddard was hammering the life out 
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of Smith the police interfered and stopped further 
proceédings. 

Joe Goddard was then matched to fight Peter Maher 
for a purse of $7,500 by the Coney Island Uiub. The 
battle was fought on Dec. 8, 1892, Goddard knocking 
Maher out in 3 rounds. 

MAHER's RECORD. 

Peter Maher was born in County Galway, Ireland, 
24 years ago. He stands 5 feet 1144 inches and 
weighs 170 pounds. Maher began bis puatlistic 
career when, as an employee of Guiness’ brewery, he 
met a well-known pugilist of Dublin, who was the 
terror of the town. After battling for 2 hours and 40 
minutes Maher knocked his man ont. Both men were 
badly used up. He next entered as a competitor in 
Tony Sage’s competition in Dublin. He met J. E. 8ul- 
livan, who stood over 6 feet tall and weighed about 
185 pounds, and Maher beat him in 3 rounds. The 
same night he met another big one named Martin 
O’Hara, who quit in the first round after being badly 
punished. 

Maher's first fight as a professional was with Jim 
O'Doherty in Dublin. The police atopped the fizht in 
the eixth round, Maher having by far the better of 
affairs. Maher was quitea stripling at the time, and 
this excellent performance induced him to fly at really 
high game, and he and his friend, P. Dowling. entered 
in their respective classes for the English champion- 
ships. Both men acquitted themselves very credita- 
bly, Maher defeating two opponents. In the final he 
had to face the famous Bob Hair, and the verdict went 
against him. 

In 1889, on Peter Jackson's visit to Ireland, he was 
to box Maher, but the contest ended in a fiasco. The 
Irish champion’s next important match was with Alf 
Bowman, of England, for 250. The contest was de- 
cided in Dublin in August, 1890, Only five rounds 
were foughtand Maker won, knocking the Englisb- 












man out. Maher, in the fall of 1890, was matched to 
bex Joe McAuliffe, of San Francisco, but the police 
authorities would not permit the match to take place. 
Maher was then matched by Tony Sage to fizht Gus 
Lambert, of Canada, for £100 a side, at the Pelican 
Club! London. Maher won in less than one minute. 

On March 21. 1891, Maher met Bubbles Davis at 
the Aricl Clab, this city. and failed to stop him in 4 
rounds. Later at the same club he defeated Jim Daly 
in a 4-round bout. He knocked Jack Fallon out in 2 

sin Brooklyn, Oct. 31, 1891, and also beat Fred 

W . Tom Lynch, Jack Smith and Sailor Brown. 

On Dec. 8, 1892, Maher was knocked out by Joe 
Goddard. in the Coney Island Athletic Club, for 
$7,500. Se

a heavy favorite in the betting. O Connell has never 
fought on the coast. Dawson, onthe other band, bas 
shown that he is game to the core and one of the clev- 
erest men with both hands that ever foughtin a Cali- 
fornia ring.

letic and other clubs of this city, and the senior 
representative of the well-known firm of coffee 
brokers, Schram & McCredy, Nos. 135 and 137 Front 
street. 

Lawyer John D. Townsend represented Mrs. Mc- 
Credy in her suit, and when Broker McOredy was 
served with a notice and copy of the complaint in his 
wife’s case, he lost no time in making an anewer 
through his attorneys, Coudert Brothers, not only set- 
ting up a defense against Mrs. McUredy's claim for 
alimony on the ground that he was already living 
away from her and allowing $100 a week for her sup- 
port, but strongly opposing ber application for counsel 
fees upon affidavits of a damaging character. 

At Saratoga, it is averred, the wife bired a private 
letter box to hold correspondence with two New York 
brokers, while at the San Remo apartment house, in 
this city, on Fighth avenue, opposite Central Park, it 
is charged that her conduct with men was carried on 
when Broker McCredy was occupied upon the Ex- 
change. 

Besides the testimony of the ball boys, and head 
coachmen and elevator men of the San Reme House, 
and a Park policeman, letters of a decidedly criminat- 
ing character were offered in evidence, implicating a 
former member of the Produce Exchange named 
Henry Koper, a Wall street operator named Foster, 
and a Cuban real estate wanipulator named T. 
Youenes. we 

Lawyer Townsend made a motion to put in addi- 
tional affidavits in behalf of the plaintiff, obarging 
Broker McCredy with evil conduct with Mrs. Jessie 
McDermott, the handsome wife of a well-known man 
of this city, during 1889 and 1890. 

When the case as finally amended was bronghkt be- 
fore Judge Giegerich, in the Court of Common Pleas, 
the judge put the case in the hands of Lawyer David 
McClure for a reference, at his office, 22 William 
street. Referee McClure was served with an order 
from counsel for Mrs. McCredy, withdrawing the mo- 
tion of a reference. R 

Broker McCredy has now taken steps for an abso- 
lute divorce upon the statutory grounds, 

Mr. MoCredy in bis testimony recites how he ascer- 
tained from employees of the Chelsea apartment 
house, on Twenty-tbird street, where he and his wife 
were stopping, that Mra. McCredy was in the habit of 
going out to meet men by the servants’ entrance, on 
Twenty-second street, heavily veiled to avoid recog- 
bition. 

The coffee broker telis how bis suspicions were first 
aroused upon their return from Saratoga to their 
apartments in the San Remo. He says that one day he 
observed Mrs. McCredy with » batch of letters in her 
hand going toward the bath-room. MocoOredy later 
paid a visit to the place and found fragments of let- 
ters. These McCredy ingeniously put together so that 
he was enabled to read them. One of these letters, 
which bore the endearing expressions of “my darling 
wife” and “sweet one,” was dated from Philadelphia, 
and had been penned by a member of the Produce 
Exchange of this city. 

McCredy described how he beeame more watchfnl of 
Mrs. McCredy, and learned that one Foster. a Wall 
street broker, was regulariy visiting the apartments 
of Mrs. McOredy in the San Remo, and upon the pre- 
tense of transacting Wall street speculations, spend- 
ing much time with her. McOredy deseribes his wife's 
alleged trips to Central Park, where her actions with 
a sallow-faced Cuban named T. Youenes attracted the 
attention of a park policeman. This Cuban was also 
noticed in Atlantic City receiving attention from the 
wife. Then follows McOredy’s description of the 
Cuban’s visits to the San Remo, while the broker was 
down town. 

The Cuban made his trips to Mrs. McCredy’s pres- 
ence, itis averred, by way of the elevators, but when 
an unexpected return of the coffee broker occurred 
the sallow-faced visitor took his departure by way of 
the roof to the annex. 

An affidavit from Mrs. Jessie McDermott. who, Mrs. 
McCredy alleges, bad been on terms of intimacy with 
McCredy, states that the allegations of Mrs. McCredy 
are “absolutely false.” She admits that she and the 
McCredys were “intimate friends for years after her 
marriage,” and from the kindness received from both, 
“she held them im regard and esteem.”* 

Broker Foster bas handed over all letters he received 
from Mrs. McCredy, and is to appearasa witness for 
the husband. Produce Exchange Broker Koper, how- 
ever, bas not been so conciliating.

Nat Langham, the only pugil- 
iat who ever defeated Sayers, stood 5 feet 11 Inches in height and 
weighed 156 pounds. Geo. Sims stood 6 feet and weighed 182 
pounds. Harry Poulson stood & feet 8 inches In height and 
weighed 175 pounds, Aaron Jones, whom Sayers fought twice, 
was 6 feet and scaled 168 pounds. Bill Perry, the Tipton Slasher, 
Stood 6 feet 3 inches and izhed 196 pounds. Bill Benjamin, 
whom Sayers also fought twice, weighed 175 p ds and stood & 
feet 11 inches in height. John C. Heenan stood 6 feet 2 inches 
and weighed 190 pounds. The above upsets the theory that 
weight and height are « great advantage in a prise ring encoun- 
ter. Sayers fought at 143 pounds and he never weighed over 150 
pounds, according to his backer, Mr. John Gideon, who matched 
him against John C. Heenan in 1859, and who stil, resides in

him; Jack Dempsey, Jack McAuliffe, Jack Ashton, Joe Denning, 
Peter Maher and Joe Goddard. Uniess Peter Maher had secured 
the benefit of Billy Madden's peculiar knowledge when be frst 
landed in this country, he wouldn’t have had the boom.

Joe Goddard, in my opinion, is one of the very best 
men now battling in the prize ring arena. He bas done consid- 
erabie fighting and, no doubt, overtaxed himself since his pame 
became famous in this cvbiitry. Goddard made his reputation 
by defeating Mickey Douley twice in 1890, in the first contest in 
#1 rounds. lasting 1 bour 23 minutes, at Sydney. N. 8. W., and 
the second time in 1 reunds, 27 minutes, at Melbourne, Aus- 

Dovley, after Peter Juckson came t America, aad 
k P. Slavin went ww Eugland, was looked upon as the best 
man ia Australia, What made Goddard's feathers plume like a 
peacock was his draw battle with Peter Jackson, which contest, 
in my opiuion, should have been a victory for Goddard, as Jack- 
s0n had centracted to knock him vut In eight rounds, or 24 min- 
utes, leaving out the 7 minutes for resting. Jackson not only 
to accomplish the feat, but Goddard, if I remember cor. 
rectly, had decidedly the best of the encounter. At the time 
Gdddard met Jacksun, the latter had « big reputation. He had 
defeated every pugilist who had dared face him in America, vis. : 
George Godfrey iu 19 rounds, for $2.000; Joe McAuliffe in 24 
rounds for $3 600; Patsy CarJiff in 10 rounds, for $3,000; and he 
challenged John L. Sullivan or avy man in America to meet him 
fer a purse of $90,000. He beat Jom Smith, the chanipion of 
England, in 2 rounds, for $5000. Just think of it, Goddard 
tought Peter Jackson a draw after the latter was considered to 
have stamina and courage, backed up with science to meet any 
man in the world. Since then Goddard bas added victory upon 
viétory. He fought a draw with Tom Lwes in 1891, but he de- 
fedted Joe Choyaski twice, and in both contests he knocked 
Ohoynski out in 4 rounds. He beat Billy McCarthy and Jack 
Ashton, and Joe Choyuski again, knocked out Ned Ryan in Aus- 
tralia. Since he came to this country he kept up his reputa- 
tion. 
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The bicyole campaign of 1893 promises to be just 
as sensational as 189%, as far as recurd breaking is concerned, 
it will also introduce the new Fox bicycle which experts, who 
have tried the new wheel, say is the best and fastest yet made, 
No doubt if Windle, Johnson or Zimmerman pilot the new Fox 
bicycle the present records of 1892 will be lowered.
